ZOOLOGY. 

The spring immigration of birds in 1911 presented many anomalies, 
Many species were decidedly late in arriving—the Chiffchaff, tor example, 
coming with the Willow Wren instead of three weeks earlier, whilst its 
numbers were far below normal. Similar remarks apply to the Sand 
Martin, Wood Wren, Blackcap, and Common Sandpiper. This: last 
species usually keeps passing up the Severn in ones and twos throughout 
the spring, but so few were noted this year that we may infer that they 
migrated northwards by some other route. On the other hand, Nightin- 
gales came in twprecedented numbers to their usual haunts in the lower 
Severn Valloy, besides which odd birds and pairs, penetrated to outlying 
places where they had been previously unheard of, The Sedge Warbler, 
though late in arriving, camo in full numbers. 


Late as most migrants were in arriving, they did not make up their 
ordinary length of sojourn here by lingering late into the autumn ; on 
the contrary almost all left rather earlier than usual—the Swift quite 
early in August--scarcely any laggards being noted, and very few late 
nests. The prolonged drought seemed to have a deterrent effect on the 
breeding of birds as a whole, especially with species which are double- 
brooded ; in 1911 they nested only once. 


Amongst the rarer species noted was a pair of Cranes which alighted 
near Longden in the evening of May 6th and left next morning. There is 
a suspicion, however, that they hac escaped from Woburn Park, and were 
not truly wild. 


An immature White-tailed Eagle was seen at Wellington, and a 
Little Owl. obtained at Peplow in December. tooded Crows visited 
North Shropshire in somo numbers during the winter months, and a Great 
Grey Shrike was obtained near Oswestry. A Grey Phalarope was found 
near Shrewsbury in Ootober, and a Little Auk near Stretton at Christmas. 
A pair of Wrynecks took up their quarters at Ludlow—a very unusual 
locality—and probably nested there. 


Many interesting records have been received from North Wales of 
which the following are noteworthy :—Golden Oriole and Iloopoe seen in 
Merioneth ; Pied I'lycatcher at Menai Bridge--new record for Anglesey ; 
Black Tern and Fork-tailed Petrel obtained near Newtown -- both new 
records for Montgomeryshire ; Black Redstart and Black-throated Diver 
observed at Liandudno in 1910 and 1911—both new records for Carnarvon- 
shire ; Great Snipe obtained in Vlintshire ; Long-tailed Duck in Anglesey ; 
Glaucous Gull at Deganwy ; and four Goosanders seen in Merioneth. 


Among the vertebrates other than birds, the most noteworthy are a 
Lesser Rorqual cast ashore at Aberystwyth—the first ever known on the 
Welsh coast; a Shagreon Ray trawled off Anglesey—new to the fauna of 
North Wales ; and the Palmate Newt found at Church Stretton—a new 
locality for Shropshire. 


The finding of young Dormice in June is noteworthy, as hereahouts 
they are not generally met with till antumn. 2 


Albino and other colour varieties are mentioned under the heads of 
Badger, Rat, Thrush, Blackbird, Sparrow, and Starling.

METEOROLOGY. 


JANUARY.— 


A remarkably mild month. Snow about the 13th, but only 
a light covering. The Barometer was, with one or two exceptions, 
very high during-the month An unusual winter drought set in 
on the 24th lasting till February 10th; Fog on ! 9th and 20th ; 
Birds were singing on 22nd. 1t was the third in order of the 
driest months of the year. 


FEBRUARY,— 


The first days were the coldest of the year, The high 
atmospheric pressure of last month continued till the middle of 
February, after this the mercury in barometers rose and fell 
rapidly ; on Barographs a very erratic line was traced. Owing 
to these disturbances of pressure the weather became at the close 
of the mouth wild and stormy, our islands coming under Cyclonic 
influences from the N, There were gales on 19th from 8.W. and 
on 22nd from W. and N.W, ‘The end of the month was wet. 


MARCH.-— 


The earlier part of this month was more changeable than 
the last part owing to several Cyclonic systems touching our 
islands. February closed with N. Easterly winds which gave 
the impression of low temperature so piercing were they. Snow 
recorded on 9th. 12th, 13th, ]5th, 23rd, but of no considerable 
depth. 


APRIL.— 


Bitter weather was experienced on the opening days, the 
5th being especially cold. The temperature was only 38-5 at 
Wistanstow ; snow fell this day. The first half of the month the 
Barometer showed high readings, but though the last half was 
marked by much variation, the weather was most soasonable and 
exceedingly pleasant. There was a fine show of blossom, The 
first Swallow was seen and the Cuckoo heard at Wistanstow on 
the 2lst, A drought set in on the Ist, lasting 17 days. 


There 
were few showers. Jine sunny weather at Easter. 
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MAY.— 


The May of 1912 was one which we often sing and read of 
but very seldom experionve; it was indeed a month of grand 
weather, warm, dry, plenty of sunshine and beautiful bloom on 
the trees, May blossom was out and the May fly was seen on the 
17th, both these appearances being generally reserved for June. 
The Cornecrake was heard on the 13th. and Swifts seen on the 
6th. A good deal of thunder was heard this month—1iOth, | 1th, 
17th, 26th, 28th. There was an absolute drought from the 4th 
lasting 22 days Day temporatures were high, only one Cyclone, on 
{3th, travelled over our isiands. 


JUNE. 


Two periods divided this month: it was quiet till the 15th 
but afterwards distarbed conditions prevailed. On the Ist 
there was a severe thunderstorm; also on I7th when animals and 
buildings were struck by lightning. From the [7th our islands 
came under the influence of a cyclone that travelled from New- 
foundland to the Lrish coast. passed up to the Hebrides aud then 
down to Norfolk arriving there on the 24th, when it left and 
passed up the West of Norway. It brought very welcome rain 
with it. 


JULY. 


Hot, dry and bright. From the 1st a drought sot in of 28 
days ; practically the only rain during the month fell during a 
thunderstorm on the 29th. In the South and West of England 
this day was marked by an extraordinary sudden “line” squall, 
bringing with it, in certain districts, dust, smoke, and pitchy 
darkness. At Falmouth the wind suddenly rose from 0 to 61 
miles an hour and then went back to zero } 


AUGUST.— 


“The heat of this month was without precedent in the 
records of the country,” Met. Office Report. At station (21) 96° 
was recorded on the 9th, 91° on tho 14th, 90° on the 8th 12th, 
and 13th. There was very little rain ; a heavy thunderstorm ou 
the 21st. 


SEPTEMBER .— 


Until the 9th the unusually high temperature continued ; 
sportsmen oxperienced an exceedingly warm time. The 8th was 
a very hot day, 85° was recorded at station No. 13. A clear 
spell of 12 days without rain gave excellent opportunity for 
harvesting operations. 








OCTOBER.— 


On the 19th the long drought of 1911, which with com- 
paratively few breaks had lasted for four months, came to an 
end. For the remainder of the month unsettled conditions with 
rain obtained, and continued much the same until the close of the 
year. There was a dry sharp sudden frost on the 29th, and a 
gale on the 30th. 


NOVEMBER.—- 


A very disturbed month with gales from the 8.W. during the 
first half. Many disturbing cyclonic systems passed over us. 
The abundant rain was most welcome as the springs were nearly 
all dry. The barometer gave very low readings on the 18th. 
The weather was mild for the time of year. The 9th was the 
wettest day, when snow was seen for the first time; a thunder- 
storm also occurred the same day. 


DECEMBER.— 


This proved to be the most unsettled and wettest month of 
the whole year. The trace of our Barograph showed many 
fluctuations in the atmospheric pressure ; beginning with the 2nd, 
as many as 14 were shown until the pen became steady on the 
27th. All through this period rain was of daily occurrence, 24 
and 25 days days of wet being generally recorded The temper- 
ature was mild, and ou the 28th it was quite warm; on the 30th 
the birds were singing. he last day of the year was much 
cooler and the weather was quite fine.

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REMARKS ON THE WHOLE YEAR, 


The winter. months, both at the beginning and end of the 
year, wore mild; the mercury never approached zero, so there 
was no skating. Late frosts in April injured stone-fruit, blossom. 
Though snow was frequently seen, no considerable depth lay on 

.the ground at any time. No violent storms doirg’ excessive 
damage passed over us The year will chiefly be remembered for 
the long, dry, hot sammer, and for the many periods of drought 
which happened in the winter as well as during the summer 
season. As a consequence the supply of water failed in many 
districts and the want of it was severely felt. 


Agricultural and Horticultural operations were greatly 
hindered, the grass crop being light, “keep” became scanty. 
Round Shrewsbury the fields presented a burnt up and parched 
appearance. South Shropshire fared better owing to its more 
hilly construction. The corn crops were not much affected, but 
gardens and orchards suffered badly. The stone-fruit crop, for 
the reason stated above, failed, as also did celery and cauliflowers, 
whilst vegetables were much infested by insects. 


Pears did well and so did apples which were well coloured, 
though, it was noticed that perhaps because they ripened so 
quickly, the flavour was not so good as-usual. Strawberries were 
an avorage crop, but the Raspberry season wag soon over. The 
Apples in many places were small in size,
